of the street, attracted Callahan's atten- 
tion. To his experienced eye they did not 
look like ordinary citizens on a peaceful 
errand, As was learned later, they were 
four youths who had been assembled all day 
in a room they had rented at 356 West Madi- 
gon street. By their own later confession 
thelr purpose in meeting was to plan an 
evening of street holdups. When spied by 
the policeman they were on the lookout for 
victims. 
‘On Callahan's side of the street was Dave 
Anderson, who is a paroled prisoner from 
Pontiac, only 20 years old, but a familiar fig- 
ure to the police, and young McCagg, a 
teamster whose home is at 44 North Ridge- 
way avenue. Across the avenue were Joseph 
Lentke, who lives at 870 Grand avenue, and 
John Dennjn, 838 Washington boulevard, 


Seizes Man; Is Shot. 
The policeman approached the Anderson- 


McCagé team. Seizing the former by the 


arm, he asked the man to give an account of 
himself, The answer was 4 quick shot from 
a revolver, which entered Callahan’s abdo- 
men. 

Not realising how badly he was wounded 
the policeman drew his own weapon, fired, 
and started after his antagonists. Anderson 
was in fast flight and the bullets skimmed 
past him, but his companion was not so lucky 
—in fact, he was doubly unlucky. As he 
turned to flee a bullet from Callahan's re- 
volver struck him and at almost the same 
inetant a shot fired by his own fleeing pal 
lodged iu his abdomen. 

“Thug doubly wounded McCagg faltered in 
his flight. In an instant tae policeman was 
upon him and together the two wounded men, 
grappling and fighting, reeled to the side- 
walk. There Policeman Jerry Lynch, at- 
tracted from where he was standing at West 
Madison street and Hoyne avenue, found 
them, with Callahan’s, knee resting on his 
antagonist’s chest. 

Wounded Man Faithful to Duty. 

Disdaining assistance, the wounded police- 
man called on Lynch to summon a patrol 
wagon. When they were both inside Calla- 
han collapsed. 

“TY got this fellow,” he sald, but I guess 
the other fellow got me.“ 

It was seen he was badly injured and he 
was hurrted to the Roosevelt hospital, while 
McCagg was taken to the County hospital. 
Meantime Monohan had got into the game 
and pursued Callahan’s assailant for several 
blocks, but the fugitive was fleet and got 
away. The pair on the opposite side of the 
street from the shooting encouhter also made 
a rapid getaway. 

- McCagg Tells Companion’s Name. 

When the shooting was reported to the 
Warren avenue station Capt. Healy went at 
once to the County hospital and learned from 
the half delirious McCagg the name of 
companion. With Detectives Murphy, Fits- 
gerald, O'Keefe, and Shea the captain then 
went to tite home of Anderson at 498 Park 
avenue. He was found in bed and denied 
vehemently any connection with holdups or 
shootings. A black hat and a muffier similar 
to those which Callahan had said his assail- 
ant wore were found in his room. He was 
taken to the Warren avenue station. 

A few minutes later the roundup was com- 
pleted when Policemen Reed of the War- 
ren avenue station and O'Neill of Desplaines 
street captured Lentke and Dennin at Cen- 
tral avenue and West Madison street. They 
confirmed all that McCagg hed said as to 
the firing of the shot and admitted they had 
started out for an evening of robberies. They 
denied, naturally, any connection with the 
shooting and said it Was wholly unnecessary 
and coldblooded.

Shooting Takes Place in Front of Au- 
ditorium Hotel in Park. 


A double shooting—attempted murder and 
actual suicide—startied people in Michigan 
avenue in front of the Auditorium at 6 o'clock 


tween Mrs. Ruby C. Pishzak, wife of Will- 
lam Pishgak, a state bank examiner, and 
Charles Gilbert Brockett, a floor walker in a 
State street department store. Brockett shot 
the young woman through the body, then 
turned the revolver on his own brain. 

Brockett died in St. Luke’s hospital at 8 
o’clock, two hours after the shooting, with- 
out recovering consciousness> Mrs. Pish- 
zak’s wound was found to be not necessarily 
fatal. 

There is considerable evidence to bear out, 
the supposition that Brockett’s tragic act 
was the result of the woman’s resolve to 
cease receiving his attentions and to return 
to her husband. It also appears that, in his 
desperation, Brockett's intention was to Kin 
both the woman and her husband. . 


‘ Buicide Compact Is Suggested. 
During the day Brockett had endeavored to 


arrange a meeting of the three of them. Mr. 
Pishzak feared that Brockett had no good 
purpose and failed to keep his engagement 
to meet them. On the evening befqre Brock- 
ett and Pishzak caused a scene at the house 
where Mrs. Pishzak roomed, 8303 Vernon 
avenue, when the husband found that Brock- 
ett was calling on his wife. 

The Pishzaks have been separated since 
last May. The husband resides with his 
father, Dr. John Pishsak, a pioneer physi- 
clan of Chicago, at 3506 Lake avenue. Two 
months ago Mrs, Pichsak, through her at: 


} torney, Antoinette Funk, filed a suit for di- 


voroe and separate maintenance in the gu- 
perior court. | 

A number of lettere were found by the 
policé in Brockett’s pockets that revealed the 
situation. It may have been the man's in- 
tention to persuade the woman to enter into 
a suicide compact. The letter addressed to 
his sister and brother put the tragedy in that 
light. It read: 

Dear Sadie and De Witt: Put Ruby and 
I side by side. We choose to die together. 
Our acts are one of love. Bert.” 


, Asks for Masonic Burial. 

To F. L. Bill of Davenport, Ia, where 
Brockett lived until two years ago, the fol- 
lowing note was addressed; 

“Tell Mr. F. L. Bill, past master lodge 
87, A. F. and A. M. of Davenport, to give me 
a masonic burial. I love them all.“ 

Another, note requested that C. B. Hitch- 

cock, 6418 Justine street, where Brockett 
roomed, be notified. 
A number of notes to Mrs. Pishzak were 
found, requesting her to meet Brockett at 
various downtown places, afd phrased in 
endearing terms.. The one of most recent 
date arranged a meeting for last Da, at 
5 p. m., in La Salle street station. 

Have much ot importance to tell vou, 
dea rest.“ Brockett concluded the epistle. 

Mrs. Pishzak left her room yesterday at 10 
a.m. Where she spent the day is not known, 
but she was seen going from the Hillman 
department store in company with Brockett 
at 5:30 p.m. They walked slowly to the Au- 
ditorlum Annex. After walking to and fro 
in front of the hotel for eral minutes they

sank to the ground almost without a sound. 
Brockett walked swiftly to the north about 
a hundred feet when the second shot was 
fired. He staggered a few feet farther and 
fell. : 

During the trip to the hospital in a police 
ambulance, the woman was urged to tell her 
name and the cause of the shooting, but she 
refused to throw any light on the mystery 
or make known her own identity. 

“©, don't, I am in such pain. I never 
will tell anything,” was her ne an- 
wer. 

Later in the evening Pishzak visited her at 
the hospital and talked with her for almost 
an hour. It is believed a reconciliation was 
the result of his visit to the bedside. On 
leaving the room he told the physicians he 
loved his wife more than ever since her 
trouble, and asked that everything be done 


to aid her recovery. 


Former Governor’s Stepdaughter. 

Mrs. Pishzak, whose maiden name was 
Ruby C. Van Arman, came from Brown- 
ville, Neb., seven years ago, when 18 years 
of age, and married Pishzak after a ro- 
mantic courtship and a trip to St. Joe. She 
is a stepdaughter of ex-Gov. Furnas of Ne- 
braska. 

John Pishsak, her 5 year old son, is with 
her parents in Brownville. She has been 
considered attractive in appearance, al- 
though quite frail, and is well educated. 

It was learned at the house where she had 
a room that Brockett was a frequent caller 
there. Her husband also called occasionally, 
but his presence usually instigated a quar- 
rel. Her mother-in-law, Mrs. John Pishzak, 
said Brockett was the cause of all the trouble, 
and that before she left the Pishzak reai- 
dence in Lake avenue the husband had taken 
offense at Brockett’s attentions, and several 
times had met his wife walking with Brockett ° 
in the small park at Thirty-fifth street and 
the lake. 

Tells of Marital Trouble. 


Mrs. John Halbeisen, 8520 Vincennes ave- 
nue, declares that on last May 28 Mrs. Ruby 
Pishzak and her little boy sought refuge 
there, having been driven from the Pishsak 
residence by thé mother-in-law. 

“Mrs. Pishzak told me often that she 
never would return to her husband. She said 
they would have to ship her away in a box 
first,” said Mrs. Halbeisen. Her husband 
was making $15 a day, and after she left 
him she at times came here, declaring she 
didn’t have enough to eet. Finally he was 
compelled to pay her 680 a month for sup- 
port.” 

Brockett was considered one of the leading 
young men of Davenport. His father, Capt. 
Thomas P. Brockett, was a pioneer of that 
town, and a veteran of the civil war, The 
son was 88 years old. Thirteen years ago he 
married Mathilda Hass of Rock Island, 
daughter of Fred Hass, a capitalist. They 
separated two years ago and Mrs, Brockett 
is now in Minneapolis. 


BOYS PELT SUPPOSED RABBI. 


Mistake Discovered When Two of Them 
Are Arrested by Policeman Dis- 
_ guised in Priestly Robes. 


Policeman James J. Roach of the South 
Chicago station, while dressed in the garb 
of a rabbi, was pelted with stones yesterday 
when he attempted to- disperse a crowd of 
boys who a short time before had attacked 
Rabbi William Colb of Bichur Cholem 
temple, 8927 Houston avenue.

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Civil Suit Pending and Grand Jury 
Aetion Threatened. 


New York, Jan. 8.—ISpectal. The death 
tonight of Mrs. John Van Ness Roberts from 
morphine poisoning has revealed a novel 
role played by the woman. For years she rep- 
resented herself as a promoter of high class 
enterprises, Tonight it is declared that she 
was Louise Vermiele, who was arrested, 
tried, and acquitted following extensive 
swindling operations among New York dry 
goods merchants in 1897. 

It was also learned that the district attor- 
ney’s office was investigating one of Mrs. 
Roberts’ deals, that creditors were pushing 
hér for payments past due, and a civil suit 
for recovery of $500 had been filed against her 
by one of her clients. 

Mrs. Roberts, who was known to Wall 
street sometimes as Katherine Stuyvesant 
Roberts, was one of the financiers of the so- 
clal-political type that have sprung into being 
since the exploits of Ella Rawles 158 first 
dawned on the unsuspecting world. 


Known as “Social” Promiites, 

She represented herself as “a promoter 
with unquestionable political, social, and 
financial affiliations” ready to undertake 
any legitimate enterprise requiring large cap- 
ital. here is nothing to show that her 
representations were untrue. 

As a matter of fact, a good many hard 
headed business men thought so well of them 
that they intrusted their money to her with 
childlike faith, Among these was a young 
Massachusetts man who wanted to dispose 
of the products of his marble quarry. It 
was he who finally reported to the district 
attorney's office. 

Mrs. Roberts was found unconacious in her 
apartments, 227 Riverside drive, early Thurs- 
day night by Dr. Roger H. Dennett, who 
diagnosed the case as one of morphine pol- 
soning. He worked over the woman with Dr. 
E. H. Peterson all night, and then summoned 
Coroner Acritelli to take an ante mortem 
statement. 

The coroner, however, was unable to get 
any statement as the woman failed to regain 
consciousness, and died at 9 o'clock tonight. 


Advertisements Draw Clients. 

Mrs. Roberts entered Wall street ag a 
stenographer, then became ‘ society agent 
of the Mutual Life Insurance company, and 
about two years ago went into business for 
herself. She inserted advertisements like 
this in the newspapers: 

Promoter with unquestionable . social, 
and financial affiliations will undertake legitimate 
enterprise requiring large capital; quick results. 
Address TCHERP. 

The Massachusetts man anewered Mrs. 
Roberts’ advertisement last May. He want- 
ed somebody who could seil the marble from 
his quarry. A talk with Mrs. Roberts con- 
vinced him she was the one who could do it. 
The Massachusetts man sent on $7,500 in all, 
but his lawyer contends no contracts ever 
materialized. Then the district attorney was 
called in.

Michigan Judge Holds Armour’s Use 
of Cereals and Watér Makes Prod- 
uct an Adulteration. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 3.—In an opinion ren- 
dered today, Circuit Judge Wiest held that 
the use of cereals and water in sausage is an 
adulteration of the product, and brings it 
within the scope of the state pure food law 
prohibiting adulteratiors. 

The decision was made in the application 
of Armour & Co, of Chicago for an tnjunc- 
tion to restrain the state dairy and food de- 
partment from interfering with the sale of 
their sausage. Judge Wiest said: 

With the general public of this generation 
largely reared on farms, and remembering 
home made sausage, there is no occasion to 
look at a dictionary to define sausage. The 
common definition is that it 1s composed of 

meat, seasoned, and the Vefinition 
must prevail as against a manufacturer's 
process of adding cereals and wazer,“

At the 
same time they propose to secure the best 
legal help and to take eve measure to see 
that the dispossess business in the east side 
Munipial courts be not allowed to clog.’ 

A hard time faces the strikers at the start, 
for the plans of the proposed association are 
to evict without sparing. The earlier dis- 
possess proceedings have been against never 
more than five families in a house—the ring- 
leaders.

TOTAL ECLIPSE 


Smithsonian Institution Sent Scientist 
to Take Observations with New In: 
struments at Tahiti. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—In order to ob- 
serve ‘the eclipse of the sun today, which 
appeared as total in the tropical Pacific 
ocean, C. G. Abbot of the Smithsonian’ in- 
stitution was sent to Flint island, 400 miles 
northwest of Tahiti. 

Mr. Abbot planned an examination with 
the Langley bolomete of the sun's corona, 
especially toward its inner part, to help de- 
cide what is the most probable cause of its 
luminosity. , 

For this coronal light three sources bave 
been suggested: 
sun light, th eemission of light owing to the 
high temperature of small particies near 
the sun, and the emission of light by luml- 
nescence like that of the aurora borealis. 

It was proposed also to observe with in- 
struments the peculiarity of skylight before

LETTER FROM JOHN ADAMS 
SENT AS CHRISTMAS GIFT. 


Joseph F. Ward of Evanston Receives It 
—Written to His Grandfather in 
1809 and Throws Light on History.

CRIMINALOGISTS DISCUSS. 
PAROLE LAW PRO AND CON. 


Bishop Fallows .Expresses “Faith” in 
Measure Denounced by Attorney |

The state parole law was denounced and 


defended in turn by speakers at a confer- 
ence of representatives of the bench, Dar, 
and clergy yesterday afternoon in the offices 
of the Civic federation in the Woman's tem- 
ple. Bishop Fallows, who spared time enough 
from his faith healing meetings to attend 
the conference, said he had strong faith? 
in the efficacy? of the law. Attorney John E. 
W. Wayman denounced the measure. 

The conference was called for the purpose 
of devising some plan whereby the provis- 
ions-of the parole law could be modified to 
better safeguard the interests of agociety. 
After discussing the subject for nearly two 
hours, Prof. Charles R. Henderson, who 
acted as chairman, appointed the following 
committee with himeelf at its head to make 
a thorough investigation: Bishop Samuel 
Fallows, Capt. Michael P. Evans of the iden- 
tification bureau, Attorney Wayman, and 
Howard O. Sprogie. 

At the meeting Bishop Fallows spoke of 
his thirteen years’ connection with the III 
nois State . and in conclusion 
said: 

I have handled more than 7,000 boys dur- 
ing those years and the reports that many 
of the paroled boys have gone wrong are ab- 
solutely untrue. We have now 108 boys 
paroled in Chicago and there is not a mark 
of discredit against one of them.“ Capt. 
Evans confirmed this statement. 


WANT GRADED SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


Conference at Boston Also Favors a Con- 
tinuance of Present System of In- 
ternational Lessona. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 8.—After a long discus- 
sion representatives of all branches ot inter- 
denominational Sunday school work unani- 
mously adopted resolutions recommending 
the * continuance and fullest development 
of the present system of international les- 
song, and at the same time expressing recog- 
nition of the demand for graded instruction.

Doubelt (aft- 
erwards created Countess Merenberg) to 
Prince Nicholas. taking place subsequently 
instead of prior to the birth of their daughter 
Sophie. 

Of course, the latter cculd not have been 
the offspring of Gen. Doubelt, as Mme. Dou- 
belt had left him more than a year previous- 
ly to live with Prince Nicholas of Nassau, 
only brother of the late grand duke of Lux- 
emburg. 

Doubeit was still, 
in the eyes of the law, the wife of the general 
when she gave birth to the daughter who is 
now Countess Torby.

Old Countess Merenberg, ex-Mime. Doubelt, 
is now in her seventy-third year, and is the 
youngest child of Mme.

reader to accept. Meredith’s methods have 
been so extraordinary that it has sometimes 
seemed aa if he offered no more than an 
eccentric syncopation to the substantial har- 
mony of great literature. Henry James as 
well as Meredith rests under this arraign- 
ment. But it has been said that syncopation 
was the most characteristic musi@al device 
of the time and most in keeping. with its 
spirit. t is true of music may easily 
enough true of literature. These inter- 
rupting beats and pauses, this impulsive 
and capricious tempo, proves more arresting 
than the more measured and conventional 
arrangement. 

Mr. Henderson's book is. for the true 
Meredithian. Story by story and poem by 
poem he has considered the master’s work 
and what he has to say that is most illum- 
inating refers quite directly to the specific 
subject in hand and la therefore difficult to 
quite.

This is a great thing to be able to say of a 
man, but it is said justly enough of Mere- 
dith. 

Last night, weary of reading what the 
critica had been saying of Meredith—Hen- 
derson, Symons, Perry, Brownell—I took 
quite at hazard from the shelf one of Mere- 
dith’s own books. It chanced to be Rhoda 
Fleming. No better illustration of Mr. Hen- 
derson’s observation could be found than 


in the hero of this tale, Edward Blancove. - 


Birth, wit, ambition, had not made of him, 
after all, much more than the animal. He 
had the brain. to direct-the animal energies, 
to subdue to himself poor Dehila Fleming.
